Againſt the Reſſet of the Rebels, and for delivering them up to Juſtice. 


HARLES, by the Grace of GOD, King of Great Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, 
To all and ſundry our Leidges and Subjefts, whom theſe preſents do or may concern, Greeting : Foraf- 
much as upon the firſt notice given to our Privy- Council of the Riſing and Gathering of theſe diſloyal 
and ſeditious Perſons in the Weſt, who have'of late appeared in Arms in- a deſperate: and avowed Re- 
>— bellion againſt Us, Our Government and Laws, We did declare them to be Traitors, and diſcharged..all 
[r Subjets to aſliſt, reſſet, ſupply, or rg with any of them, under the pain of Treaſon. And the faid 
bels and Traitors being now ( by the bleſſing of God upon our Forces ) ſubdued, diſſipated and ſcattered 4, Ar 
e of them as, were not either killed or taken in the Field, being either retired ſecretly to their own homes and 
Wes, expeCting lhelter and proteftion from the reſpeQtive Heretors, in whoſe Lands they dwell, or lurking in the 
untrey. And we being unwilling that any of Our good Subje&s ſhould be enſnared, or brought into trouble

Rebellion, and as perſons acceſſory to, and guilty of the ſame. And to the end, all Our good Subjedts may.-have 
timeous notice herevf, We do ordain theſe preſents to be forthwith Printed, and Publiſhed at the Mexcat-Crofles of 
Edenburgh, Linlithgow, Stirling, Lanerk, Air, Rutherglen, Glaſgow, Irwing, Wigton, Kirckeudburgh, Dumfreice, Cowper 
in Fife, Jedburgh, Perth, and remanent Mercat-Crofles of the Head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of the Kingdom, by 
Macers or Metſengers at Arms: And we do recommend to the Right Reverend our Archbiſhop and Biſhops, to 
pive order that this Our Proclamation be, with all diligence, read on the Lords day in all the Churches withia: their {e- 
'yeral Dioceſles, that none pretended ignorance. Given under Our Signet at Edenbyrgh, the Twenty-ſixth day of Jen, 
1675. aad of our Reign the thretty one Year. ”
